During the September mecting a coli wort out for vorunteers to assist with 
the Uode (and theory! siasses this yoor,varticalar’y che Code portion, Many of us 
were disturbed by the Jack (apparcntiy) of tho response, There was no mad rush of 
enthusiasm and a desire of the mombersnip to cffer their services, and the response, 
to be sure, wes far from sporbancous, Judecd, even at this date, the class is in 
jeopardy for want of a regudar, fui time inetevetor to teach the codo portion of 
the class, The apparon’ club apathy tovaccs this club sponsored activity leads us 
to the obvious, perhaps foreboding quzsttons Boos the e.ck cealdy want to continue 
sponsoring this project and is this project really worthwhile sponsoring?iet us 
examine both sides of the issue, assuming, of course, this issue has two sides. 

Firet, on the positive site of the ledger, it must be unanimcnalv agreed that 
the classes offer an onportimuty for beginers anc névices alike to learn and to 
improve thoir coce and theory in an academe atmosphere which simplifies the 
process of obtaining a ticket, Natuvasly, some of ta noeded no help in mastering 
the code, but we would have to bo classified as the exception. Secondly, properly 
taught code leads eventurlly to superior sounding strff on the aia; and certainly 
to have an experienced ham explain how and why ono should always neutralize a final 
ds easier than getting it out of a book. Its always a source of satisfection to have 
a ready answer. to help clear upradio problems and questions that wo are struggling 
to grasp. Thirdly, it is oxcellent club publicity and heartily endorsed by the FéC 
as evidenced by the Why and How to conduct Code classes phamphlets and paners they 
have cireulatec among all of the clube curing the past few years. Finally, and 
perhaps a bit ulterior motivated, the classes have proven to be a valuable souree 
of new outstanding club mambers who have obviously helped our club grow larter, 
stronger, and to become an increasing foci of fun anc fellowship. We are fortunate 
to have the likes of them, and I hope they will forgive me for naming themsDon and 
Corky Thomson, Bill Bachman,Fred Bergman, Gil Hilman, Bob Danley, B41] Shaw, and 
Preston Weil, among others, They are ail avtive club mombers, and are all code 
class attencers or graduates, It certainly mst be implied that the code classes 
played an important part in bringing these. and other hams into our fold and we are 
thereby strenethened anc improved by their prescence and membership, We would be 
hard pressed to conelude, not truey or not so, to the above mentioned plis side 
facts. 

On the negative side, the following arguments may exist, First we are only 
slicing our own thronts by creating new hams and sontributing further to the already 
crowded ham bands, Secondly. the i111 winds from Washington seem to he gsthering a 
storm which would leave the ham bands even narrower in the fubure , hence more guys 
with tickets now msans even grentcr band crowding tomorrow. Thirdly, the philosophy 
nobocy helpe? me learn, let the guy demonstrate his own worth by learning the stuff 
himself, Finally, we, as a club, are too busy to sponsor this activity, what with. © 
all the other events, and who am I to think that I can teach? Let the other guy do 
it, for he has more timo and talent than I have anyway. There are, no doubf, other 
con arguments, but these are probably, the cist of theme 

Examining these "against" strtements, we find that we immediately run into 
contradictions and vigorous philosophical opposition, First as evidenced by the 
writers three years exnerience of code class teaching, we are not creating new hans, 
we are merely assisting people who have already decided upon Amateur Radio as their 
hobby and are secking aid in attaining their goal, I know of no single code class 
student who continued in their classes merely because their buddy Johnny dids or 
who wanted a nice warm class room in the high school to sprnd a few hours on a cold 
rainy winter night. Those students wha attended classes would vrobably have become 
amateurs someday without the aid of the code dlass, But, because of the classes, they 
have learned nroperly, worked a bit harder perhaps, and in addition have acquired 
a greater interest in GCARC,: inceed, many joining up, Hence we are putting more 
people on the already crowded bands, but now they are there with cleaner, more 
readable, and more courteous signals. (We hope Hf.) In regards to losing han hands 
it is the expressed opinion of the ARRL that the best way to prevent losing band 
space is to further bolster the ranks of the rRL with more members, and to expand 


Amateur activitics in o11 of the areas of ham racio, Its the old story, the way 

to influence the vote is to outnumber four opponent. Certainly, by remaining "stetus 
Quo in number of hema, and honce iKRL membership, this AnHKL cesire will be far from 
enhanced . We may not szree with them, (On all points) but cfter all, thoy ere the 
professionals representing us anc should be in 9 better position to evaluate the 
problem than we are, The attituce, let the guy leern it hirself neeCs no expounding 
here, for afterall, wht 1f our country's ecuccticnal system were brsec on such a 
philosophy? How rany of us actually learned the coce anc theory without eny help 
from another ham or s fricnd?, Certciniy, many of us are too busy with other 
activities to assist with the code classes anc perhaps we sre Cubious as te our 
talents in this cirecticn, But in a membership of 50 or 60 General ticket holders 
one would think that someone woulé have a frge Thursccy night for an hour or 80. 
Some of us have Gone nothing tor r’s bettertaxt of a club project, anc here is a 
golden opportunity to contribute to an alrerdy established club activity. 

In summation, 1t would appear to me thet the &RKL end the FCC are both in 
fevor of this type of activity, and this clone veule be anough evicence for most of 
us. After all,ythe wey to less bend space is toerbibat compacency towerds SERL anc 
FCC sponsore@ projects, Our loce1 Cl anc 4REC units sre always seeking new members, 
and they also beleive that the cofe classes help procuce a steady flow of new 
potential trilent. 

let us continue to sponsor the coce anc theory classes, but lets do it as a 
GCAF.C elub project, and not let the burden fell on the shoulcers of one or two of
